The war has developed many in- 
genious devices in the field of 
aviation. One of these is shown 
in the above collection of pictures. 
It goes without saying that one 
of the most important features of

The 
above instrument is exactly on 
the principle of a machine gun, 
except that it “shoots” pictures 


instead of bullets. In American 
training camps two planes ascend 
for a friendly battle. Each pilot 
tries to aim at the other’s plane so 
accurately that he would hit it if 
he were actually using a machine 
gun instead of a camera.
